You may have spenta night or two—or more— tuning around the dial 
ofthe Aam radio in your car or your kitchen. One day, you realized that 
you could hear most of America; There was Boston, Charlotte, St. 
Louis... Atlanta, Seattle, Minneapolis... maybe even Mexico, Cuba, 
and Canada. It was exciting, wasn’t it? And maybe even a bit mysteri- 
ous. 

Your AM dial goes up to 1600. Imagine, for a moment, that it doesn’t 
stop there; think of it going up to 5000, 10,000, even 15,000. Imagine 
clusters of radio stations along the way, broadcasting from almost 
every country in the world, in almost every language you could imag- 
ine. Now, think of hundreds of station broadcasting in English, waiting 
for you to tune in and hear what they have to say. 

It's not a fantasy. it’s real: It's shortwave radio. 

An endlessly fascinating, easily accessible way to reach every corner 
of the world, shortwave radio nonetheless remains little-known and 
misunderstood by much of the American public. When thought of at all, 
it is often confused with amateur radio— an interesting but quite 
different field—or associated with cumbersome, fragile equipment and 
miles of wires running all over an otherwise deserted basement.

And, for fifteen minutes each day, Switzerland 
turns up its giant transmitters to bring music-box sounds— accordians 
and oom-pahs— to the world. 

If you’re interested in currentaffairs, shortwave radio is absolutely your 
best source of information. Over a hundred million people a day tune 
into what many consider the best news organization in the world: The 
BBC (“This is London”). And, if there is a country that especially 
interests you because of business or family ties, or fond vacation 
memories, chances are that it can be heard on shortwave. The wry, 
self-deprecating wit of Australia; the bustling energy of Japan; the new 
pride and the ages-old conflicts as Spain achieves freedom and 
prosperity; what the American government is saying about us abroad 
on the Voice of America— and much more, is on shortwave. 

And prepare yourself for the friendliest radio listening around. Short- 
wave stations aren’t answerable to ratings; they only know the effects 
they have on their listeners throught the letters they receive.
